WORST THAN FIRST REPORTED. 


The steamer vlew up at 6:10 this 
morning, and the loss of life is very 
heavy. it is believed by many that 
e & forty people were killed, but 
nothing definite will be ascertained 
for several days. Those who are well 
informed say that there were sixty- 
seven people on board at the ti e of 
the accident, and onty twenty-seven 
can be accounted fur. The steamer 
used petroleum for fuel, and the 
dreadful disaster was due to the ex- 

losion of one of the petroleum vats. 

he steamer was just leaving her 
moorings at South Vallejo, where the 
explosieu occured, and a few minutes 
after she sank into the mud. The 
water now covers her upper deck, and 
ail that can be seen of her is the flag- 
staffs. The whart caught fire and is 
still carne and the telegraph office 
is destroyed. 

When the news of the disaster 
reached North Valiejo the fire depart- 
ment turned out, but was unable to do 
anything towards saving the wharf, 
The Starr flouring mills were also 
threatened with destruction, but luck- 
ily escaped. There was no water to 
combat the fire, and as the tide was 
out at the time, the engines were un- 
able to go to work. Over six hundred 
feet of wharf was destroyed before the 
fire was got under control. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The steamer Julia left Georgia street 
wharf at six o’clock this morning, and 
touched at South Vallejo wharf about 
ten minutes later. There were nearly 
seventy people on board, when she 
left her mooring, and many of them 
were going to work across the strait ju 
the lamber yards around Valle junc- 
tion. Just as the deckhands were 
hauling in the lines there was a loud 
explosion and a sheet of flame shot 
bigh into the air. Those who wre on 
deck at the time were hurled over- 
board by the force of the explosion 
and several of them were killed out- 
right by being struck by pieces of the 
debris, which were sent flylne in all 
directions, The explosion attracted 
the attention of those who live in the 
vicinity, and the men rushed to the 
assisianve of the untortunaie passen 
gers. Ina few minutes all was con- 
tusion, for men, women and children 
who had relatives on board the ill- 
tated Juiia were wailing and wringing 
their hands as they rushed around the 
wharf. The men on the wharf were 
anxious to aid, but there seemed to be 
but little for them to do, as most of the 
passengers were below decks at the 
time of the explosion, and were either 
killed outright or drowued when the 
water poured in ou them. It hid been 
customary for the passengers to go 
below decks in the morning, as it was 
cold and foggy, and this accounts for 
the fearful loss of life. The tew who 
were on deck and were not rendered 
insensible by force of the shock, were 
3 assisted ashore by men on the 
Wharf.
